burer bearing all the ſaid charges after the pꝛice and rate of thirteene Poundes ſire ſhillings eight pence 
 ferlingthe Tunne,andnot aboue, Andeuery Pipe, Butte, Yoglhed, Crete. Barrell,Rundlet,and other 
* -bellelgof the ſame ſeuerall noines to be ſolde in grolle after their quantities accoꝛding to the ſame rates, 
-- .andnotaboue. And euery Tunne of Rochel and other (mall and thinne Wines to be ſold (the ſeller beg- 
rina all the charges dive aud yavahle ta her Maioftio in her Criſfamo han) after the price and rate of four- 
tene Pounds ſire ſhillings eight pence ſterling the Tunne,andnot aboue, And the buyer bearing the laid 
charges at a ri,Ponnds thirteene ſhillings foure pence ſterling the Tunne, and not aboue. Andeyery 
Butte, Pipe, Hogſhed. Tyerſe,Barrell, Rundlette, and other veſſelles ol the ſame ſeuerall wines to be ſold 
in grole alter their quantities accoꝛding to the ſame rates a not aboue, The Nueenes molt excellent Was 
- teſtie thereloꝛe ſtraightly chargeth and commandeth all and ſinguler her louing Subiects and others, put⸗ 
ting any maner Gatcoigne. Frenche, Rochel, oz other ſmall oz thinne wines toſale within this her highnes 
Realme, that they, noꝛ any of them in any maner of wiſe by any craft, couin, oz pꝛiuate agreement ſhall (ef 
any Gaſcoigne,Frenche,Rochel oz other ſmall oz thin wines, other wiſe then is aboue limitted vpon paine 
tofozfeit and pay ſuch penaltie as is conteyned and expꝛeſled in the ſaid ſtatute, oꝛ in any other ſtatute made 
dn oꝛdeyned foz the ſame. And mozeouer her highnelle pleaſure and commandement is, that all s ſinguler 
© .Matiozs,Dherifles, Bayliftes, Conſtables and other officers to whom it-apperteineth,that they, and euery 
of them with diligence, caule and ſee that this her Pzoclamation be put in due execution after the tenour 
*- ofthe ſame, and alto accoꝛding to an other acte of Parliament eftablithed in the Parliament aboue rehear- 
| -ſedagainſi ſuch as will refuſe toſell their wines at pꝛices taxed as is aloꝛeſaid, as they will anſwere there- 
3 warthen perils, i
